eight  children— five  of  them  at  from 
half  an  hour '  to  throe  months  old.  On 
the  14th  of  Sept.,  1884,  1  lost  my  wife. 
Since  which  time  I  have  lived  in  wid- 
owerhood.  I  raised  three  sons  and 
two  daughters.  l\y  eldest,  which  I 
raised,  was  a  daugiit^r,  as  well  as  my 
youngest.  The  oldest  lacked  a  little  of 
twelve  years  old  when  hermother  died, 
and  the  youngest  lacked  a  little  of  two.
